Two Workhouse Fugitives 
Are Recaptured by Mon- 
santo (Ill.) Police. 


Two prisoners, who seized a skiff 
and rowed across the Mississippi 


River in attempting an . escape 
from the City Workhouse this 
morning, were captured at noon by 
Monsanto police, who noticed their 
prison-type clothing. : 

The men were George Rathbern 
28 years old, an itinerant convict- 
ed of robbery, and Warren Wil- 
liams, 21, 8036 North Broadway, 
serving a sentence for larceny. 
They were lodged in jail in Hast 
St. Louis, pending their return to 
the Workhouse, 4200 south Broad- 
way. 

Police said the pair and a third 
prisoner, Eugene Fowler, 27, 4742 
Fair avenue, slipped over the wall 
of the Workhouse stone quarry 
where they were working and ran 
toward the river. Fowler was 
overtaken by guards, but the other 
two reached the river at the foot 
of Fillmore street. Guards saw 
them in the stream in the small 
boat. 

John Joseph, 6013 South Broad- 
way, owner of the skiff, told po- 
lice he was repairing his fishing 
nets when the two fugitives asked 
him to lend them the boat. He 
refused, he said, but they took it 
anyway and rowed across the 
river. Joseph said they leaped 
from the skiff when it was about 
20 feet from the east bank, and 
swam ashore, 

After their capture, Rathbern 
and Wiliams asserted to police 
that they “paid a guy 25 cents” 
to take them across the Missis- 
sippi. 


CHINA WILL BE INCLUDED 
IN WILLKIE’S ITINERARY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP).

physician, got seven years, and Dr. 
Otto Willumeit, 37, Chicago Bund 
leader, got five years. 

Anastase <A. Vonsiatsky of 
Thompson, Conn., Russian Fascist 
leader, got five years before the 
four-week-long Molzahn trial be- 
gan. Only the pastor stood trial. 
The others pleaded guilty. 

As soon as the foreman an- 
nounced the verdict, United States 
Attorney Thomas J. Dodd Jr. 
urged that the maximum penalty, 
20 years in prison, be imposed 
immediately. ’ 

Judge Smith informed the de- 
fense that its motion to set de 
the verdict and grant a new trial 
would be heard Tuesday. 

Government's Case. 

The conspiracy in which Mol- 
zahn was convicted of participat- 
ing was in operation, the Govern- 
ment said, from January, 1941, un- 
til Dec. 6, 1941, the day before 
Pearl Harbor. Thus the graver 
penalty of wartime espionage does 
not apply. 

The aim of the conspirators, the 

prosecution charged, was to collect 
information about the United 
States Army, Navy, Air Forces and 
defense industries and deliver it to 
Germany or Japan through Kunze, 
who went to Mexico last fall and 
was arrested there less than a 
month after the indictment was 
returned here June 10. 
Molzahn’s part, the Government 
charged, was to help Kunze ob- 
tain the passport of some neutral 
country other than the United 
States. 

Dr. Ebell helped Kunze across 
the border from El Paso to Juarez, 
Mexico, and Dr. Willumeit attend- 
ed a meeting in Chicago where 
Vonsiatsky and Kunze talked over 
the latter’s plan to take the in- 
formation abroad. 


Spy Trial Defendant Cross-Exam- 
ined for Seven Hours. 
NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 22 (AP). 
-For seven hours of cross-exami- 
nation yesterday, Herbert Karl 
Friedrich Bahr stuck to hig story 
that he came to this country with 
the intention of turning over to 
the United States information he 
obtained from the’ Gestapo. 
He insisted he never intended to 
go through with the plan he and 
the Gestapo agreed on in Germany 
and had mental reservations when 
he told the Gestapo he would act 
as an agent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP).— 
The War Production Board has 
suspended or halted work on 85 
public and private power projects. 

Readjusting its entire. expansion 
program to reduce the amount of 
power available for war work as 
well as essential civilian needs, 


the Board announced last night 
that its action had “substantially 
enhanced the probability of wide- 
spread curtailment” in luxury uses 
of electricity. 

The revised program, WPB said, 
allowed sufficient power prospects 
to assure electricity for war and 
indirect war production with “a| 
small margin” for possible addi- 
tions to the present schedule, 

Demands of the war program, 
the Board explained, made it im- 
possible “to preserve the standards 
of reliability of service observed 
in peace times.” 

“Civilian inconvenience and sac- 
rifice,” it added, “must be expected, 
particularly during period of 
drouth or other adverse weather 
conditions or in the event of seri- 
ous accidents affecting utility sys- 


tems.” 
Priorities Shifted. 

Accordingly, WPB stepped up 
priority ratings on power projects 
regarded as urgently necessary 
and acted to bar others from ob- 
taining critical materials needed 
for war purposes. 

In addition, 28 government proj- 
ects authorized by Congress were 
reduced to low priority ratings or 
listed at their present low rated 
or unrated status. Work on these 
projects will be continued only 
where materials are unneeded for 
war uses. 

The program provides for a total 
of 5,500,000 kilowatts of new ca- 
pacity until early 1944, including 
3,400,000 kilowatts for private proj- 
ects. The 85 projects suspended 
or halted represented a total of 
2,200,000 kilowatts scheduled for 
operation in 1943 and 1944. 

The readjustment permitted con- 
struction operations on Federal 
projects and hydroelectric devel- 
opments that did not call for great 
expenditure of war materials. 

The Suspended Projects. 

Among the projects listed as 
“halted or suspended in whole or 
in part,” are: 

Union Electric Co., Venice, Il., 
No. 2, Unit No, 4; Central Illinois 
Electric & Gas Co., Rockford, Il; 
Central Illinois Public Service Co., 
Meredosia, Ill.; Flora (Ill.) City; I- 
linois-Iowa Power Co., Peoria II- 
linois Northern Utilities Co., Dxon, 
Ill.; Kansas City Power & Light Co., 
Kansas City, Mo.; Missouri Power 
and Light Co., Mexico, Mo.; Prince- 
ton (Ill.) City ; Springfield Gas and 
Electric Co., Springfield, Mo.; and 
St. Joseph Railway Light and Pow- 
er Co., St. Joseph, Mo. 


Order Affects Only One Section of 
Venice (Tll.) Plant. 

Stoppage of construction at Union 
Electric Co.’s Venice plant affects 
only the third section which was 
not scheduled for completion until 
late 1943 or early 1944, President 
J. W. McAfee said today. This 
section was planned for capacity of 
80,000 kilowatts. The foundations 
for it are in and some work has 
been done on the substructure. 

The order permits completion of 
the second section with 80,000-kilo- 
watt capacity, which will go into 
operation about the first of next 
year. One section of the plant 
with capacity of 80,000 kilowatts 
went into service early this year. 
These two new sections will give 
the Union Electric system addi- 
tional generating capacity of 160,- 
000 kilowatts to meet the increased 
demands of power for war indus- 
tries. 

Delay in completion of the third 
section is not likely to cause a pow- 
er shortage, McAfee said. The sys- 
tem recently has carried a péak 
load of 649,000 kilowatts. Excep- 
tionally good water conditions this 
summer at the Bagnell and Keokuk 
hydro plants have increased the 
system’s power output. 


[4 DANISH FISHING BOATS

the liberal arts college for not turning 
out more specialized and technical men 
is heard from every side. 

We cannot build a better civilization 
by tearing down the good of the present 
one. We must not lose sight of the fact 
that today we are living in a power-mad 
world. Concentration of power is the 
order of the day. 

Greater pressure is now placed on the 
liberal arts college to change its cur- 
riculum, to shorten its term and to con- 
tribute to the war effort. The colleges 
want to win the war, and want to make 
every possible contribution to victory. 
The liberal arts college is in a peculiar 
and difficult situation, 

Its function is not to make experts; 
its sole purpose is to keep alive the de- 
sire for knowledge and the development 
of culture. To speed up a college educa- 
tion is an attempt to speed up the im- 
provement of the faults of human nature. 
Civilization and its development is a 
slow process. To educate the younger 
people of the land with the knowledge 


that they receive in a liberal arts college 


is also a sjow process. 
It is a step backward to destroy the 


fundamentals of a broader vision. A lib- 
eral arts college does not offer to its stu- 
dents a prospect of being skilled en- 
gineers, doctors, electricians, etc. It is 
broader in its scope. Its intention is to 
give its students an understanding of the 
methods under which society has reached 
the place where it now is. 

Whether this method be good or bad, 
the liberal arts college lays no emphasis 
on opinions, but shows the truth and 
the consequences, permitting the stu- 

/ ents to form their own opinions, Ad- 
ue is the fact, despite the 

present hue and cry, that as a rule the 

better skilled technicians, doctors, law- 

yers, officers, etc., are those who have 

this background of a small arts college. 

There is not a more democratic insti- 
tution. We cannot caution too strongly 
against fostering too rapid a change in 
these institutions when the world is 
thinking in terms of destruction only.

But is this an excuse for buying lesser things simply 
because they bear the “right” dates? 

True, it is a poor museum which cannot give its 
visitors something of the flavor of all the great 
periods of art. A museum should have a certain 
balance, but this must not be a purely mathematical 
balance which sets off five Egyptian pieces against 
five Greek, five Renaissance Italian against five of 
the Flemish school—especially not if all of these are 
“little” things. | 
A museum which fills up with second-rate a 
must, perforce, become a second-rate museum. Com- 
pared with such a place, the Louvre would be splen- 
didly magnificent even if Goering robbed it of every- 
thing but the thrillingly beautiful Nike of Samo- 
thrace, the Winged Victory. 

- There is little ground for the argument that a 
rather small purse and the legal necessity for 
emptying it each year leaves St. Louis little choice 
but to buy Lombardi eagles and things like the de 
Boullogne “Musical Party,” also recently acquired. 
We have money enough to buy the good paintings of 
today which will be the great masterpieces of 
tomorrow. 

That is a bit on the risky side, it can be admitted. 
Contemporary judgment of contemporary work will 
not always be faultless. An artist ballyhooed by the 
dealers today may be condemned to the basement by 
the more sober judgment of tomorrow. But so long 
as purchases are made by a director of background 
and discrimination, such “lemons” should be the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. And considering the 
fact that good modern work can be bought for so 
much less than even second-rate examples of the 
past, there is a margin for error. 

What is called for is courage—the courage to rely 
on living judgment of living artists for the sake of 
accumulating tomorrow's treasures—rather than the 
safety which lies in buying the “little” things that 
have been properly approved by all and sundry for 
a century or two. Such courage, because of the sup- 
port and inspiration which it gives to living painters 
and sculptors, virtually insures success. 

St. Louis has a Renaissance eagle, a Chinese horse 
and a very fine Egagptian cat. It also has a new 
Kokoschka and a Chagall, witnesses of a more for- 
ward-looking policy in the last year or two. How 
about emphasizing this policy? How about more of 
the twentieth century which, like the history-making 
centuries of the past, is also leaving a great record 
on canvas and in stone? 
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CAN ACCIDENTS LOSE A WAR? 

This is not an altogether rhetorical question. It is 
prompted by the hard fact that, since Pearl Harbor, 
industrial accidents have cost the United States 
29,800 lives—almost 30,000 workers killed in eight 
months. 

Such accidents, further, have resulted in approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 injuries, and they have cost us 
293,000,000 man-days of work. In terms of money, 
it is reckoned they have cost us $2,300,000,000. 

It is strange that we who more than any other 
people in the world believe a single human life to be 
infinitely precious, that we, who have built our whole 
society on the idea of the worth and the dignity of 
the human individual, should be notorious for our 
appalling automobile and industrial accidents. 

Gan we, now that war has placed a new premium 
on man power, continue in our callousness? 
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A CHANCE TO GET THE RADIO SPIES. 

Submarine pickings off the Northeastern coast of 
South America have been good lately and, for some 
reason, Hitler hag seen fit to add Brazilian ships to 
his victims. Six of the big Republic’s ships have 
been sent down in the last few days. If war follows, 
the net result should be advantageous to us unless, 
as some reports have suggested, Hitler can count on 
fifth columnists starting an insurrection of some 
magnitude. 

With Brazil in the war, it would be reasonable 
to expect that intelligence units of our armed forces 
could operate freely anywhere in the country. There 
are several South American nations where Axis 
agents and spies are in clover. Located so they can 
see United Nations’ ships leaving port, they radio 
the news to U-boats lurking off the coast. That 
makes a torpedoing a much easier task. It prevents 
wasting fuel in needless cruising.

TIME FOR A REAL DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAW. _—i., 
Missouri needs a drivers’ license law requiring 
applicants to pass physical examinations, says Arthur 
C. Meyers, Director of Streets and Sewers, in his 
traffic engineering report. Such a law, he points 
out, would.make it possible to eliminate the various 


provisions. 

Mr, Meyers’ suggestion is highly in order, and 
ought to remind Missourians that their Legislature 
has a piece of unfinished business before it. 

Our present unsatisfactory setup is the result of 
legislative squabbles. Safety organizations and citi- 
zens for years had urged that Missouri adopt a 
drivers’ license law, such as had cut down auto acci- 
dents materially in other states. A bill for such a 
law was wrangled over for weeks at the 1935 session, 
and finally was smothered in a Senate committee. 
The Legislature attempted to save face by passing 
the law for license’ systems in the larger cities. 

At the 1937 session, squabbles over state-wide 
drivers’ licensing were resumed, Another compro- 
mise resulted, this time a law providing for issuance 
of State licenses to virtually all applicants, without 
anything resembling the physical examinations 
whereby other states keep unfit drivers off their 
highways. On May 18, 1937, we said of this law: 

It is a-compromise affair, with the grave 
defect of requiring no physical examination, but 
it does establish the principle of a drivers’ 
license, in Missouri. Improvements mu&t be 
pressed upon future sessions of the State 
Legislature. — 

Certainly it is high time for Missouri to have a 
law whereby incompetent drivers can be barred 
from the highways before instead of after they 
cause accidents. This is an essential if. belated job 
for the 1943 Legislature. It would be interesting to 
hear from the candidates as to what they think 


about it. 
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THE SIEGE OF LENINGRAD. 

Yesterday marked the first anniversary of the 
siege of Leningrad. For a full 12 months now, the 
Nazis have been hammering at this second city of 
Russia, the city built by Peter the Great to symbolize 
his country’s turning from the East to the West, its 
determination to live as a dynamic power in the 
modern world rather than as one of the half-shum- 
bering giants of ‘the dormant Orient. 

Thus, its defense has. been like that of a brave 
banner flourished in the air. But men do not die for 
symbols alone. Pounded by day and by night by 
bombs and by the shells of long-range guns, Lenin- 
grad has been no arsenal for the defenders of the 
Caucasus. Yet, so long as it is held, it is no arsenal 
for the Germans and its 3,000,000 people are not 
forced to labor for the invader. 

From the most hard-headed military strategist’s 
point of view, it is well worth the struggle to defend 
this bastion of the Baltic. For a year, it has occu- 
pied no less than 50 German divisions. The losses 
suffered by these troops have in nod way bolstered 
Hitler’s strength. So, in the words of Marshal 
Vorishilov, Leningrad “stands firm to the end.” 
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FOOTBALL LABOR TROUBLE. 

It seems that baseball's holdout tradition is getting 
a grip on the bread, butter and beefsteak football 
players.

Accomplishments of two smokeless winters described by reporter; 
requirements of: anti-smoke ordinance of low volatile fuel or stoker 
are cited in comparison with “educational” example for other 
cities with similar problems although war may handicap it.

ST. LOUIS. 
T. LOUIS is now preparing for her third 
winter of smoke control, and so far the 
victory is on the side of the smoke fight- 
ers. The present World War has come in 
and has had some effect on the coal situa- 


tion, but not enough to break the anti- | 


smoke front. 

Briefly summarized, in the heating season 
running from September, 1941, through 
March, 1942—the second year under the St. 
Louis smoke elimination ordinance—there 
have been fewer smoky hours than “ever 
before. Here are the official figures: 
Thick Moderate Total 
*Smoke tSmoke Smoky 

(in hours.) Hours. 

115 611 726 

1940-41— — 17 186 203 

1941-42— — 26 159 185 

*Smoke is classified as thick when visibil- 
ity is less than five-eighths of a mile.

and a mile and a quarter. 

For other smoky cities, the St. Louis ex- 
ample -raises the possibility of municipal 
miracles of their own. It challenges the 
tired willingness of big and little cities 
everywhere to accept and live in the dark- 
ness they make for themselves.

The St. Louis miracle was due to one im- 
portant move; the municipal authorities 
threw overboard the whole theory of grad- 
ual smoke abatement by education and sim- 
ilar methods, something which no other city 
dared do. 

After 10 years of experiments with educa- 
tion drives (costing $250,000), plus the teach- 
ing of furnace firing in the public schools 
and the setting up of demonstration fur- 
naces in all St. Louis high schools, the city

The Mayor simply told the citizenry that 
they couldn’t burn smoky Illinois soft coal 
in their furnaces unless they put in me- 
chanical equipment to burn it smoothly and 
evenly, with a consequent minimum of 
smoke. 

There are many paragraphs in the smoke 
ordinances of St. Louis, as there are in the 
smoke ordinances of other cities, including 
Baltimore, But the paragraph on coal is 
the one that matters. If you live in St. 
Louis you can’t legally shovel into your 
furnace by hand coal] with a volatile con- 
tent of more than 23 per cent. 

You don't have to know what that phrase 
means. Roughly speaking, it permits use 
of coal from approved mines of Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginija and West Virginia. It bars, except 


for coke and briquets, such soft coal as is 


f 


produced in the Middle West and in parts 
of West Virginia and Maryland. 

If you have a stoker you can use coal 
from the Middle West or Kentucky or other 
states that could furnish it with not more 
than 12 per cent ash, a requirement which 
sometimes requires cleaning processes at 
‘the mines. Which means you can use soft 
coal—in a stoker. 

If, in spite of the fact that you buy the 
right coal but manage to set up smoke be- 
cause of heavy firing, you are subject to a 
$25 to $100 fine for each day of smoke 
violation, unless you can -show that no 
smokeless fuel is available or that there 
isn’t any equipment you can install to 
cure the situation. And by too much smoke 
is meant that when you are fixing your 
fire you are permitted to block daylight 
only for six minutes. Locomotives can do 
so only for one minute. 


The war, so far, hag made little differ- 
ence in the fight against smoke. But this 
winter may tell another story. The loop- 
hole in the law which says that you can’t 
be fined for sending up smoke if you can 
show that smokeless fuel is unavailable or 
that there isn’t any equipment you can 
install to cure the situation—that loophole 
may permit a lot more smoke to hang over 
St. Louis this winter than it has in the 
previous two heating seasons. 

All in all, the situation to date shows what 
a bit of determination can do.

Jap Planes, Says 7 Months 
in A. V. G. Is Enough. 


SEATTLE, Aug. 22 (AP).—Seven 
months of knocking Japanese 
planeg out of the Burma and China 
skies is enough for any man’s 


nerves, says Robert Neale, one of | 


the famed Flying Tigers. 

Neale, credited with downing 13 
Japanese planes and. destroying 
three others on the ground, came 
home yesterday to the bride he 
left behind shortly after their mar- 
riage last summer. The Flying 
Tigers, or American Volunteer 
Group, was disbanded when the 
United States Air Force took over 
in China July 4. 

Today he planned to register for 
selective service. 

In his service in China, Neale 
wrote some spectacular chapters 
in the saga of American air hero- 
ism 


. His arduous months at the con- 
trols, when a typical working day 
started at 3 a. m., took his weight 
from 175 pounds to 147. 

Once his plane was shot down. 
Another time he escaped into a 
cloud with two Japanese fighter 
planes on his tail and came out of 
it with 20 bullet holes in his ship. 

Once a Japanese bomber liter- 
ally blew up in his face. 

“Seven bombers came over Ran- 
goon,” he related, “I wanted to be 
sure of getting mine and so I 
closed in on it. We usually open 
fire at 600 yards, but I was less 
than 200 feet away when I opened 
up. The bomber blew up. Part 
of it came down in the leading 
edge of my wing. That same part 
or another tore Lalf of my. aileron 
off. It knocked my plane out of 
control. 

“T brought it out, and then after 
a while two Japs jumped me. The 
bullets came in the cockpit. I 
shook them off and came on 
home.” 


WPB WARNS THAT SHORTAGES.

Stanley Chapple, the English 
conductor who was with the Little 
Symphony in two concerts last sea- 
son, returned last night to display

MAILING OF SERVICE PAY 
TO DEPENDENTS BEGINS SOON 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP).— 
Some dependents of service ‘men 
may receive their first Govern- 
ment allowances within two weeks 
or less, the War and Navy depart- 
ments indicated last night after 
President Roosevelt signed the bill 
permitting the allowances to be 
paid as soon as bookkeeping can 
be completed. 

The War Department said that 
checks covering the first applica- 
tions to be approved would go out 
shortly after Sept. 1. The Navy 
said it was “prepared to make pay- 
ment almost immediately on all 
applications which have been re- 
ceived and approved.” 

First payments to dependents of 
Army men will include all amounts 
accrued up to Sept. 1 and subse- 
quent payments shortly after the 
first of each month will be made 
on a similar basis. 

Civilian applications must be ac- 
companied by documentary proof 
of the relationship or dependency 
claimed, but the soldier applicant 
is not required to submit such 
proof immediately.

Representatives of 23 war in- 
dustries met yesterday at the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri, at the re- 
quest of A. 8S. Wade of the Office 
of Price Administration, to plan 
ride-sharing systems and tire ra- 
tioning control in war plants, 

An employe service bureau at 
Curtiss-Wright was discussed by T.

The bureau handles em- 
ploye requests for new tires and a 
share-the-ride plan for workers. 
The plan, which costs the company 
about $6000, is expected to save 
workers $65,520 a year in wages 
and save the company 41,600 man- 
hours, or the full-time use of 20 
men for a year, he said.

The child who cannot learn to 
read is usually neither dull nor 
mentally lazy.

In a study of 25 non-read- 
ers, all with good I. Q.s, Kirkpat- 
rick of New York found that 13 
were timid, 19 had been read to at 
home and lacked initiative, 10 lived 
in homes where a foreign language 
was spoken. -
